—The War Finance Corporation, ac- 
cording to a message received by Gov- 
ernor Nestos today, is willing to taka 
three-fourths of $900.000 of 
county 


warrants at par, to aid in the emer- 
gency purchase of feed for stock. 
The offer was conditioned upon Twin 
City institutions, taking the remain- 
ing 25 per cent of the warrants. The 
warrants would provide triads for pur- 
chases of hay, etc., during the remain- 
der of the winter, and would be re- 
placed later by bonds. 


The Governor Immediately got infp 


communication with Mandan parties 
who have been instrumental in relief 
work which has been necessitated by 
a shortage of feed due to the heavy 
snow and long continued cold weath- 
er. C. P. Jaffrey, of Minneapolis has 
been in Washington conferring with 
officials of the War Finance Corpora- 
tion on the subject. The present of- 
fer, if the deal can be completed, will 
provide sufficient finances to meet the 
present situation, it is believed.

Several of the counties also have

Washington, Feib. 28.—The admin- 


stration plan for government aid for 
American merchant marine was pre- 
sented to Congress today by Presi- 
dent Harding with declaration that 
iflwsencesof~ the" United States in" 
world-councils is "sure to be meas- 
ured by that unfailing standard which 
is found in a nation's merchant ma- 
rine." 


The President detailed to the two 


houses assembled in joint session the 
war-time creation of America's great- 
est tonnage—an experimental ven- 
ture as he describes it—and then he 
added: 


"Having failed at such enormous 


cost I bring you the proposal which 
contemplates the return to private 
.nitiative and private enterprise, added 
to a conservative success, wherein 
we are safe-guarded against the pro- 
motion of private greed, and do not 
discourage the hope of profitable in- 
vestment which underlies all success- 
"ul endeavor."

Commandments of Kindness" to regu- 
late conduct toward animals have just 
been issued by the Department of 
Humane 
Education, 
Presbyterian 


Churcu of the United States. The 
Commandments point out man's duty 
to animals and are published with a 
view toward minimizing useless cru- 
elty and killing. 
The Commandments are: 
1. Thou shalt not deal cruelly with 
'he creatures of God's creation, placed 
under thy dominion, but in kindness 
justice/ and mercy shalt thou admin- 
ister thy guardianship over beast, 
bird and cattle seeking to serve in the 
spirit of thy Creator. 
2. Thou shalt not delight thyself in 


graven images but rather in tender 
mercies to those who depend upon thy 
guardianship. 
Thou shalt not lay 


blame or punishment unwarranted 
and who have no means of asserting 
their rights, wherefore thou are to 
them the adjudicator of righteousness 
in their midst; for the Lord thy God 
is a jealous God, remembering thy 
unfaithfulness and thy cruelties to all 
His creatures and visiting'the errors 
of thy way upon thy children down 
through the generations, in that thou 
hast set a bad example unto them and 
hast by word and deed led them to 
disrespect justice and mercy in deal- 
ing with defenseless creatures. 


3. Thou shalt not curse thine cat- 


tle nor inflict vengeance upon any of 
God's creatures, for the Lord wilt not 
hold him guiltless who disregards His 
creation. 
4. Remember the sabbatical rights 


of God's creatures and practice them 
sacredly. Every beast of burden and 
every animal in thy service shall have 
its days and fitting seasons of rest 
whereby the drudge of toil in thy ser- 
vice may be comfortably mingled with 
the joy of living. With reason and 
consideration thou shalt assign their 
jtasks and with" equal care thou shalt 
provide food, rest, succor, mercy and 
those thfilgB -which make for the nat- 
ural joy of living. 
5. Honor and respect thy guardian- 


ship over the animals which have been 
thy faithful servants and desert them 
not in an evil day; for by so doing 
thou mayest prolong thy days and in- 
crease thy Joys in the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. 


6. Thou shalt not kill, for the joy 


of killing, for the sport of killing, for 
contest in skill, or for selfish gain. 
For the righteous man regardeth the 
life of his beast. 


7. Thou shalt not commit thyself 
to the lusts of bloody contests nor 
seek to look upon the cock-fight, the 
live pigeon shoot, the bull-fight and 
all such atrocious acts 


8 Thou shalt not steal, destroy, nor 


take unto thyself selfishly or wanton- 
ly that wTiich belongs to the comfort 
and needa of thy animals, 


9. Thou shalt not bear false wit- 
ness for paltry gain to thyself where- 
by God's creatures suffer hunger, an- 
guish or torture. Let the testimony 
of thy guardianship be above thy lust 
for gain. 


10. Thou shalt not covet the bird's 


plummage, nor. the animal's fur; thou 
shalt not covet the robin's nest nor 
her young by her side ,nor the pigeon 
the freedom of fthe 'air, nor the deer 
the joy of the lair.

» Chicago, 111., Feb. 28.—Pupils of the 
first six grades won't have to find the 
greatest common devisor nor the least 
(Common multiple if elementary 
schools adopt reforms which were ad- 
vocated this afternoon at the meet- 
4ng here of the National Council of 
^Education. Miss Katherine D. Blake, 
principal of School No. 6 in New 
York and chairman of the committee 
on changes needed in the elementary 
school courses in giving the amended 
report on arithmetic, declared that 
all "mathematical pugzlea and conun- 
drums should be'eliminated." 
' "Home work," which many ,of the 
younger'generation would gladly do 
•without, mflst also walk the plank 
If Miss Blake's recommendations, at 
least so far as the first four grades 
are concerned, are put into effect. 
Work should be done in class where 
the teacher can see that the proper 
methods and habits are developed, 


" Miss Blake maintained. 
In presenting her case against tne 
greatest common divisor, Miss Blake 
declared that arithmetic in the first 
six years "should be confined to those 
processes" used in "the every-day life 
of the great mass of our population 
outside of technical or special voca- 
tions. The substantial mastery of a 
certain number of often used abilities 
is better than half knowledge of twice 
that number," the report contended. 


Miss Blake suggested simplification 


of the teaching of decimals and per- 
centage, and concluded:

"The result of these changes will 
not be the saving of an appreciable 
amount of time, but will give a prac- 
tical knowledge that will be of untold

EGYPTIANS NOW

Adopt The Same Tactics As 


The Nationalists Of 


India 


Alexandria, Egypt, Feb. 28—In de- 


claring a boycott against all goods of 
English manufacture, the 
Egyptians 


have adopted the tactics of the Na- 
tionalists ot India. They have heard 
that the Indians have been successful 
in their attempt to boycott British 
goods and are endeavoring to use the 
same means to bring the British gov- 
ernment to terms. 


As yet the extent of the boycott is 


not clear. However, many Egyptian 
merchants are now refusing to buy 
English goods and salesmen calling 
on Egyptian customers are promptly 
told that he wishes no quotations on 
such merchandise. 


But the great majority of importers 


and exporters are foreigners who de- 
sire to continue to buy and sell in 
the best markets.

Tribune Foruin Department written 
by Justice J. E. Robinson in which 
he states the Tax Commission has 
drafted a new law in regard to the 
liquidation of all unpaid real estate 
taxes for the years 1920 and 1921.

Now who will it help to cancel 
these taxes, since the man has paid 
his taxes will not have any returned 
to him 
It would be the rieli people 


who would benefit by such a law ar 
thev have used their money to better 
advantage than that of paying their 
taxes. If the Honorable Judge wants 
to help the >poor class, as he states, 
Vhy i!on't he go tvbout in it some 
other way, for instance by issuing 
bonds to run the government of the 
state for about two ybars. The town- 
ship and county could do the same 
and not levy taxes during those two 
yea-' Iffheilaws nn the statute books 
would not permit this beln? done con- 
stitutionally a special session of the 
legislature could be cillerl to pass 
regular laws to that effect 


Tf ''he 1919. 1920 and 1921 taxes are 


cancelled how will the school boards 
be able to pay the^achers and how 
will outstanding warrants of the vil- 
lage, townships, county and state be 
paid? All warrants drawn on the above 
iwould immediately go from 50 to 75 
-per cent discount, if a person could 
realize anything on them at all. That 
would canpe 
condition in North Da- 


kota ten times worse than that caused 
by the freak laws uassed by the N. P. 
League the- past six years. 


To make his suggestions sincere to 


reduee tax levies let him start at 
home and reduce voluntarily his sal- 
ary say at least 50 per cent, and do- 
nate back to the general fttnU of the 
state 50 per cent of all bis monthly 
salary that he receive* as Justice of 
the supreme court 
That would at 


least show that he was sincere in his 
advice to the people. 


The voters etoould refuse to sifcn

Farmers and business men of North 


Dakota believe that the state super- 
vised 
and controlled 
employment 


agency Is a good thing, according to 
letters which a>e reaching Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and Labor Jo- 
seph A. Kitchen in reply to a question- 
naire. 
Three hundred letters were 


recently sent out, five or six being 
sent into every county. The replies 
indicate that the farmers have found 
the state operated agency a saving. 
that it has enabled them to get in 
touch with tihe labor needed, and at 
a minimum, cost both to themselves 
and to the men desflring work 


Following out the evident desires, 


the Commissioner of Labor will "at- 
tempt to open for a month, beginning 
about the first of April, temporary of- 
fices in Oraad Fortt», M4not and Bis- 


marck to help out. the office now be- 
ing conducted in Fargo, The letters 
jn<Meate that there, is a scarcity of 
money to pay laborers, and that the 
wages offered will be from $20 to $40 
a month, with the average about ?25. 
But one reply thus far has indicated 
it might be .possible to pay as high 
as $40 per month. In some sections. 
the letters Indicate it will be neces- 
sary to use the younger school boys 
and women because of the lack of 
money with which to pay hired labor.
